Ten combat wings of heavy bombers of Eighth Air Force, escorted by seventeen 
groups of USAAF fighters, made a highly successful attack on the Luftwaffe, both 
in the air and on the ground, penetrating to the Berlin area to hit the VKF ball- 
‘bearing plant, ani driving off enemy fighter formations attempting to defend this 
vital target, The VKF plant, at Erkner, was responsible for one half of the 
minimum anmmel requirements of the German Air Force, ami preliminary reports ine 
dicate that it was severely damaged by over 900 tons dropped by 470 attacking 
bombers. 


Although most bomber formations reported weak fighter opposition, the lead= 
ing combat wing reported severe attacks in the area between Hanover and Berlin 
on the route to the target, and our fighters had their heaviest engagements at 
this stage of the operation, However, the enemy defensive effort was largely 
checked by the escorting P-47s, P=38s and P=51s, which claim 8 e/n destroyed
